| whoſe, Obſervations on the general State of Electricity in the 
Atmoſphere have heen more extenſive and accurate than thoſe 
of any other Perſon, reckons Rain, Hail, and Snow, among the 
Effects of a moderate Electricity in the Atmoſphere. Clouds 
timt bring Rain, he thinks, are produced in the f 
- Thunder Clouds, only by a moderate Electricity. Ha notes 
ſeveral Circumſtances attending Rain withont Lightning, Which 
render it probable, that it is produced by the ſame Cauſe; for 
Light has been ſeen among the Clouds by Night in rainy Weather; 
and even by Day, rainy Clouds are ſometimes ſeen to have a 
Brightneſs evidently independent of the Sun. He ſuppoſes that 
previous to Rain, a Quantity of Electric Matter eſcapes out of the 
Earth, in ſome Place where there was a Redundancy of it; and in 
its Aſcent to the higher Regions of the Air, collects an conduſta 
into its Path a great Quantity of Vapors. The ſame Cauſe 
_ «that collects, will condenſe them more and more, till in the 
Places of the neareſt Interyals, they come in Contact, ſo;as to 
form ſmall Drops; which, uniting with others as they fall, me 
down in Rain. As a Proof of this, I remember ſeveral Experi- 
ments, — Dr. Dobſon, of Liverpool, where it appears, that 
exceeded that received by another of the tame Dimenſions »8'Yards.

will be heavier in Proportion as the Electricity is more vigorous, 
- -and the Cloud, appraaches more nearly to a Thunder Cloud. In. 
this Manner be ſuppaſes, the Clouds that bring Rain, diffuſe
